I P) — Nikita Khrush­ 
chev and Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko today rejected the NATO 
call for a foreign ministers confer­ 
ence and said world problems could 
only be solved with an East-West 
summit ’ conli rence with Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower. 
The call for a top-level confer­ 
ence came trom Khrushchev, the 
leader of the Communist 
Party, 
w ho said such a meeting could solve 
all outstanding problems including 
disarm ament in this age of missiles 
and Sputniks. 


Gromyko spoke first at a joint 
session of the suprem e Soviet (Par­ 
liament). 
In a 40-minute speech 
he accused the West — especially 
Britain, France, the United States 
and Canada —of hampering dis- 
a m ament by linking it with such 
‘‘extraneous subjects as Germany."
